Definitions: 
 
1. Religious Activity - Any group service, meeting, study group or other group gathering for 

approved religious purposes. 
 
2. Religious Services - Act(s) of devotion to God (gods) such as ceremony, rite, or the teaching 

of a religion. 
 
3. Religious Visit - A meeting between an accredited minister or religious leader and a specific 

juvenile. 
 
4. Sacred Sweat Lodge (Purification Lodge) - Sweat lodge ceremonies are Native American 

religious ceremonies held for the purification of the participant.  They are generally three to 
four hours in length. 

 
5. Pipe Ceremonies - Religious ceremonies involving the use of the Sacred Pipe.
